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Religion in France,

A correspondent of the Pall Moall Guselt
writor an follows from Paris with regard to
the religions condition of the French peo-

le:—
=l OF 0 right comprehension of tha present
state of religion in Franee, it is necessary to
g0 back some distance—indeed, to the firat
revolution, Thin is protty nigh a century,
and yet so closely did cvenis guceeed one an-
other in that interval that it seems but yes-
terday.

During the Reign of Tarror thereoconrred in
Frunoce religious ineidents of such a character
that never did modern people see the like, nnd
never, to all appearance, will anything equally
monstrous be seen agnin, even in that coun-
try. ‘There is no question here of the spolin-
tion of the Church, of the aot for the organi.
zation of the slergy, and of the persecutions
of every kind which ensued, and which sup-

lied a fow more pages to the martyrology.
II)’hom were events attended by very paintal
results for individual vietims, and by very
deplorable violations of principle; but, after
nl]l,)mora than one people have been as vio-
lent and as covetous—have beon just as mad,
and have committed similar fanlts,

Nowhero, however, but in France was
there aver seen the spectecle of a whola na-
tion, by means of iu‘legnl and constitutional
representatives, abjuring Christianity and
attempting to substitute a new religion, 6ok
up by public decree, in place of the ancient
and venerable faith in which the country had
been living for twelve centuries, and in which
all civilized nations still continued to live.
What this new creed was—the worship of
Reason, inangurated by Robespierre—there is
no need of calling to mind. The bare re-
membrancs of it makes the heart heave with
indignation and disgust, The worship of
Reason and Fraternity was a worthy accom-
paniment of the guillotine, the sounds of
which re.echoed ahundred times a day throagh
the public streets of Paris,

That fearful state of things, combined with
geandals and murders, scenes of blood and
ribaldry—that hateful comedy whick was
played in the gutter amidst the grinning of
idiots—lasted more than ten years, God knows
with what results to the hapless people! 1t
ceased only with the Concordat of 1801; and,
among the services at that time rendered to
French society by the First Consul, this was
by no means one of the least. The ancient
religion, on accommodating itselfl to new re-
quirements, was re-cstablished, and the resto-
ration of the old nltars was one of the hand.
somest and most reassnring actions of the
epoch at which General Bonaparte, vietorious
on a hundred batile-fields, obeyed the voice of
wisdom, while he reposed on his blood-stained
laurels.

The Consordat is in many points open to
eriticism; but under the circumstances which
then existed, it was, beyond gainsaying, the
best thing to be done, as is proved by the
fact that thix compnet between Church and
State has endured for seventy years without
any notable modification. The dogma of in-
fallibility may possibly resnlt in the overthrow
or, at the very least, in the unsettlement of
the fabric; but that will be the fault of the
Papacy. The nation does not even demand
its modification; and, without being perfectly
satisfied, continues to abide by the contract,
and does not dream of tearing it up.

The state of religion under the guiding
hand of Napoleon I was very complex; but,
generally spesking, the clergy of France were
grateful, and showed to the second Charle-
magne the submission to be expected of
them. Every knee was bowed before the
terrible dictator. The Church formed no ex-
ception; and the famonus catechism of 1511,
whersin the Lmperor was ranked with God,
proves that the clergy were not behindhand
in servility and baseness Even the persecu-
tions of which Pope Pius VII was the pitiable
object did not open the eyes of the French
clergy; or, at any rate, they were ns those
who bave eyes and see not, neither do they
understand. The personal viclence suffered
by the worthy pontiff appeared to afllict
their spirits, but did not enlighten their
minds. There was not one startling protest,
At the fall of the empire the clergy resumed,
quite as a matter of course, under the resto-
ration of the elder branch, the anthority they
had enjoyed before the revolution; and, hav-
ing already been very powerful under Louis
XVIII, considered themselves for a short
space absolute mastersof affairs under Charles
X, whom they dominated.

The Jesuits at that period were one of the
greatest causes of anxiety to the Liberal
party, and the Martignae ministry, in 1825,
covered itsell with honor by satisfying just
though exaggerated suspicions. During the
whole reign of Louis Philippe, the clergy
having shared the defeat of legitimaey, made
common cause with it, and never ceased to
sulk; they even ecansed temporary embarrass-
ments, and in 1844 M, Thiers did not con-
gider it beneath him to bring up a law for
once more putting a check upen Jesuit
andacity. Negotiations were opened with Rome,
end it wa= the unfortunate HRossi who was
entrusted with the eonduct of them, when
Gregory XVI died and Pius IX ascended the
Pontifical throne, which he oceupies still.

Under the Roepublie, the clergy, who had
blessed the trees of liberty and hailed the
downfall of the younger branch as a great
deliveranee, were liberal enongh; but, as soon
as they could, tuey ranged themselves on the
side of Bonapartist pretension, and, without
approving of all the conditions of the new
regime, got about secking advantage there-
from with a barefeced cupidity which M. de
Montalembert s more than onca felt bound
to stigmatize. During the eighteen years
that the Empire has lasted, the Charch has
lived on very good terins with it. For the
gocond of December there hiad been acelamu-
tion; for the perjurer absolution; for the
Baviour of Society glorification; for the man
whose Right is from God adulation, The
game course was puraued persistently, and,
as the Prince was generous at the expense of
the State, every one had searcely a thought be-
yondinereasing hisshare in the budget, andthe
principles of eternal justice and morality
were clean forgotten. You may count on
your fingers the prelates who have put oppo-
gition into practice, and you will find bat
few good men and true by the side of Mon-
seigneur Dupanloup. The servants of God
are also servants of the age, and, if the
olergy mix but little in socioty, they are for-
ever seeling to obtain all the advantages
they can. ‘I'his i8 not partienlarly noble, bat
the Church does not piqne hersslf upon bher
stoicism; and the spirit of mammon which
has pervaded the world bas affected even her
to a certpin extent, It is nmot often that the
priest asks for himself, but for the temple in

which be ministers he iz insatiable; and there
is no step from which he recoils if he may
but add to the richness and decoration of the
ganctuary.

For the most part ihe French elergy are

y, and those who compose it know how to
ear with resignation the constraint of & very
eirenmscribed position. At least three-fourths
of the parish priests and ministers live on 800
or 900 francs (from £33 to £36) & year; and,
as they are very chanluhh_a, they find out of
their very moderate salaries wherewithal to

give nlms, which are so much the more meri-
trlous, as they are nocessarily of small
nmonunt. ‘I'bis is one of the most beautifal
leatures of. Catholivism in France, and it is
doubtiul whether there eould be found else-
where anything superior, or even eqnal, to it.
It is trne that celibuoy is a great hﬂap towards
this frugality, and that withont the charges of
n family it is ensisr to bear the burden of life
and to be contented with a little. Still, as
the inferior clergy are recrnited from among
the lower orders, the position of a pari.-ih
priest, for all s poor remuneration. seams
far from inconsiderable to persons who were
born in misery, and wers otherwiss destined
to live in it, Yon peasant'’s son, who wonld
have followed the plough, considers himsalf
aud finds himself almost a grest gentleman
when he becomes “‘your reverence;’ and such
is the power of vanity that the ecclesinstical
profession is embraced with a sort of joy not
always to be diminished by the privations of
every kind which it entails,

Thia justice, moveover, may be rendered
to the French clergy: their morals are gene-
rally very good. Beandals are extremely rare,
and they would be far less so if their conduot
were not fundamentally regular, Viee is
sometimes concealed, but when it really exists
it sooner or later crops out. It isall very
fine to wear a cloak, but the cleverest hypo-
crisy is never long successful. Iam not the
champion of celibacy, and in England, no
doubt, it excites horror and disdain. Bat it
has this advantage, that the priest, if his heart
be in his duties, can give himself up to them
entirely, and that he none of those dis-
tractions which are always, and very properly,
caused by wife and children. That it is con-
trary to nature does not admit of qnestion;
but if individuals suffer by it, society derives
the great gain of having folks whom thers is
nothing to distract from a holy mission,
and who give themselves up to it without
the least suspicion of by-ends or of a
cnleulating spirit, History is our witness
that up to the time of UGregory VII, and
oven subseqnently, ecolessinstics did marry.
There is little probability that the Church
was Lhe botter for it; and the reform which
took place some seven or eight hundred years
ngo has become so engrafted in the moral
cude that no Priaut, even on quitting orders,
can marry. ‘I'he law permits it, no donbt, or
rather does not prohibit it, but the moral
code and the respect of mankind, more pow-
erful than the law, forbid it; and there is no
iden, even in these times of not over-sensi-
tive morality, which excites more repugnance
than that of a married priest, Itis a sort of
suerilege that the most shameless dare not
commit; and among women, even the most
ignorant and gross, there are veryfow who
would consent to join their lot with that of
one who has been unfrocked. The day when
priests shall warry in France, on that day
thers will be an end of Catholicisam, But
that day is not near us yet; though the ex.
travagances which are in course of prepara-
tion at Rome may bring abount religious
changes very unexpected and wvery mo.
mentous,

Poverty, chastity, and charity—we have
here three virtues eminently practioal, and,
from the social point of view, eminently use-
ful. But what the French clergy above all
things lack is enlightenment; not that thoy
are not far more enlightened than most of
the elergy of any other religion; but they
have to do with a society far more advanced
than themselves; and it is the contrast which
lowers them and often mukes them appear
beneath their work. The evclesiasticnl course
of study is very insullicient, so far as an
opinion can be forwed from outward and
visible signs. The priests are brought up in
the small and great seminaries, and these
establishments are placed in the hands of the
bisbops exclusively. This is perfectly natn-
ral, and no one wonld dream of introducing
the laic element into the direction of those
houses which onght to be entirely ecolesi-
tical, But a less praiseworthy and far less
useful feature is that they are kept in 4 state
of obscurity through which no ray of pub-
licity can penetrate. What is done in the
geminaries 7 What stndies, what moral dis-
cipline, what exercises, what tests are im-
posed on the novices? That is exactly what
nobedy knows. If the bishops know them-
selves what is done in their respective dio-
ceses, they are in absolute ignorance about
the doings of their fellows; and if they had
to give some gencral information about
clericul education in France, they would be as
muck at a loss as the first laie you could pick
up. Itis not that the bishops seck conceal-
ment, or even desire to put their light under
a bushel; but it is a remnant of obsolete
customs, Before the great revolution, the
clergy, who formed sn order apart in the
State, rendered mo account to anybody of
what they did, and the ouriosity of laics
would have appeared an outrage. Nowa
days it is just the same; and the seminaries
have remmined inaccessible when all the rest
of society submits what is done to the most
extensive and unlimited publicity. There
are most precise statisties in respeot of laical
instruction; and there is not a detail con-
cealed from the public. As for the cleries,
on the contrary, absolutely nothiag is known
about them; aud society, that knows to a *'t"
how other functionaries of whom it has need
are made, has no idea at all about the way of
making those ministers of religion who must,
pevertheless, play an important part in its
midst. Is this a proper state of things? Do
the nge and the Charch reap advantage from
this secrecy ? Assuredly mnot; and, so long
as 1he clerics do pot invigorate thomsolves
with the open deylight of publie discnssion,
they will yemain in the condition of inferiovity
in which they now lunguish, to the detriment
of religion, and of society, which religion
onght to leaven. It is notable that the
clergy produce searcely any remariable work
amid the host of distingunished works which
the age begets from day to day. In the
Middle Ages the Church was the mother and
nurse of all the seiences; nowadays, owing
to o multitude of causes, it is but a natural
consequence that her scepire should fall from
hands for which it ia no longer adapted.
But ignorance is defunlt towards all the
world; and, if the Ckurch would live and
more and more regain her ascendancy over
the souls of men, she must rise again at least
to par. Baut itis for herself glone to bring
abont this reform in her own establishments:
ber friends can only advise her to do it,
